Ringworm. 

The affection of the ekin known as ring- 
worm is of three kinds: ringworm of the 
scalp, fingworm of the body, and hones- 


caused by a vegetable parasite, and all 
are of course contagious. 

Ringworm of the body is characterized by 
the development at any point on the surface 


The disease begins as a small, reddish, 
scaly cluster of spote, which in a few days

In ringworm of the ecaip there is present 
the same characteristic inflammation of the 
ekin, except that in scaip infections the 
appearance of the eruption ise somewhat 
changed by the ends of the broken hair- 
shafts which cover ite surface, The gem 


invades the hair and hair roots, as weil as 


the skin of the scalp,and in a comparatively 
short time the hair is destroyed ;ut the 
baldneas thus caused ia temporary. 

When ringworm of the acalp occurs in 
vat beard, it is commonly known as barber’s 
itch, 5 

Honeycombed ringworm is what ie 
sometimes known as iavuse. It may have 
ite seat either in the hair and hair roots, or 
upon the surface of the skinand naila. It 
is purely a local affection, and is due to a 
special germ. 

Favus makes its appearance by the 
development of one or more minute pale 
yellow crusts situated around the roote of 
the hairs. In about a fortnight these sep- 
arate crusts run together into one large 
crust, which is cupped in places, giving it 
the name of honeycombed. 

in all forms of ringworm we should apply 
at once to the family physician for @ suit- 
able germicide, as it is only by removing 
the cause of the trouble that we may expect 
& cure. Meanwhile we should keep the 
eruption clean by frequent eoppings with 
soap and warm water. In ringworm of 
the scaip and beard we may remove a large 
amount of the germ matter by pulling out 
the hairs involved in the eruption. 


Tobacco Insomnia. . 

Many brain-workers svifer irom inability 
to sleep. This is frequently met with 
among those who work late at night. The 
sutierers complain that they feel most lively 
just when the time for retiriug has come, 
and that a long period of restlessness 
precedes a tronbled slumber from which 
the elizhtest noike awakens them. This is 
very often caused almost entirely by over- 
indulgence in tobacco. They emoke just 
before going to bed, ignorant of the fact 
that not oniy may tobacco prevent sleep 
temporarily, but that it may render it less 
deep, aad consequently lees refreshing. A 
grave responsibility attaches to those who 
lightly seek to relieve a symptom which ie 
really s warning by recourse to a danger- 
ous palliative. The inability to sleep is 
often mereiy the outcome of an unnatural 
miode of life, and if this be corrected the 
disability disappears of iteeif. Men who 
work late are commonly addicted to the 
tobacco habit. To them tobacco is not 
a relaxation after a day’s wcrg, butanerve 
etimuiant which enables them toaccomplish 
taake which would otherwise be difficult 
of accomplishment. When the mouth 
becomes dry, alcohol in some form or other 
is resorved to as afillipto enable the 
emoker to tolerate still another cigar or 
two. Under these circumstances tobacco 
acte as a@ cerebral irritant, and interferee 
with the vaso motor centers of the brain 
tosuch an extent that the veaseis are ua- 
able to aijust themselves forthwith to the 
condition required for healthy and un- 
troubled sleep. Discretion in tobacco use 
would save many from this distressing 
condition of chronic insomnia. Smoking 
early in the day should te discountenanced 
and it is equally undesirable within ap 
hour or so of retiring to rest. The beat 
remedy for the tobacco habit, short of total 
abstention, is to take a snort walk in the 
open air after the last pipe. Under no 
circumstances should drugs be used for 
this form of nocturnal reetieseness, 


Rapid Eating. 

There is not that virtue in eating slowly 
that has jong supposed to exist, because 
this function can be done so incompletely 
that the end supposed to be subserved ie 
entirely overlooked. Nor is rapid swallow- 
ing of food to be commended for practicaliy 
alike reason. What is necessary ie that 
the food be judiciously masticated—reduced 
to such hashy consistency that the stomach 
may the more easily digest it and so pace 
op to the formation ot blood with least 
delay. Eating should be quite as intelli- 
gent and business-like an uperation az any 
we engage in. The giutton s:mply eate to 
tickle hie palate with the various mouthfuls 
he gorgee down, oblivious of the real 
uenetit and necessity to bis mental and 


‘\ bodily requirement.

A Widewer Whore Home ls Ina Vault 
With Mis Wife's Remains. 

In a vauit in the beautiful Evergreen 

/Cemetery at brooklyn, N. Y., there sits

The vauit, an imposing structure of 
granite, is built into a gentle elope in that 
part of the cemetery known as “Whispering 
Grove,” on the shore of the lake. Over 
the entrance is engraved in large letters, 
*‘Jonathan and Mary E. Reed,” and on one 
of the stone posts supporting a heavy 
iron railing that incloses a emall plot are 
found the words ‘‘Husband and wife.’’ @ 

A massive iron-barred door gives # full 
view of the interior of the vault, the pian 


of which is unique, A little vestibule, 8 
or 10 feet equare, occupies the front of the 
tomb, giving accese to the inner chamber, 
which consiete merely of a narrow passage- 
way about § feet long, with a sneif, or 
recesa, on either side. In one of these 
recesses rests the body of Mre. Reed, the 
other being reserved for that of her 
hueband. At the further end of the 
little passage ia a quaint, oid-fasbioned 
dressing-table and mirror, covered with 
various small articles of feminine use, end 
in front of this a chair, on which the 
watcher could sit beside the casket. The 
casket itself rested on the right-hand shelf, 
inclosed in a double case over which wen 
thrown a piece ct cheap Japanese matting 
gaudily painted with tiowers, which had 
evidentiy once served for a window shade. 

The opposite she!f wae littered with an 
extraordinary collection of ob jects, includ- 
ing articlesof ciothing,china vases, withered 
bunches of flowers, boxes, old gloves, baile 
of yarn and pieces of unfinished knitting. 
The walle of the inner vault are covered 
with photographs in cheap and tarniehed 
frames. 

On the left-hand wall of the vestibule is 

a large portraitof an elderly man, with 
long white side whiekers, and below this a 
battered camp stool, held together witi 
pieces of twine. On a shelf near the picture 
was piled a woman's reticule, an old card 
rack, spoons and more pieces of unfinished 
knitting work: Ina corner was piled an 
old troom and: several featber dusters. 
Like the inner vault, the walls of the 
veetibules are covered with photographs, 
eome being even suspended from the ceil- 
Iny. 
Probably the most singular object in the 
collection was a pack of cards which had 
evidently never been used, hanging by a 
string from the upper part of the grated 
door. 

Mr. Reed is a wealthy retired merchant, 
living in Brooklyn, Hie wife died two 
years ago, aud her body was placed in the 
vault by her father, Mr. Gould in the 
cemetery. It was said that Mr. Reed was 
not on good terme with his fatber-in-law, 
who objected to his frequent visite to the 
vault. 

Mr. Gould died recentiy, aod Mr. Reed 
then had atomb built on his own plane at 
a cost of $3000 and had the body removed 
to it two weeks ago. He then filled the 
vault with mementos of his wife. Mr. and 
Mre. Reed traveled together extensively 
and bad collected many relice of the places 
they visited in the shape of pieces of stone, 
all of which he deposited in the vault.

Parrots That Eat Sheep, Sheep That Love 
Snails and Imsectivereus Birds That 
Feed on Grain. 


It seems almost a stretch of the imagine- 
ion to think of rabbits climbing trees. 
Yet in Australia many rabbits have some- 
how acquired the tree-climbing habit, 
having been forced, on account of the 
persecutions of dogs and other animale, to 
drop burrowing and imitate squirrele. An 
Australian eent onto England recently 
the two front feet of a rabbit that had been 


killed on an acacia, three yards from the 
ground, and he wrote in his letter tha 
thie was not at all a remarkable thiog, and 
he had often found them, or at least the 
traces of their claws, on the bari of trees 
four, five and six yarde bigh. 
For a perrot to eat @#heep ie another 
remarkable thing, andpyet the kea of New 
Zealand hae become a wheep eater, having 
changed to this article of food froma purely 
vegetabie diet. The keahas proved aserious 
source of annoyance to the New Zealand 
herdsmen, and methods have been taken 
for the destruction of the epecies. These 
gay colored little birde wiil eat almost any 
kind of meat, butit ia sheep that they 
prefer. 
They have been known to kill as many 
as two hundred in a eingle night, and rave 
done serious harm to the flocks. The 
tradition of the island is that at one time 
these parrots were unable to obtain their 
usual eupply of vegetai.ic food and that in 
desperation they invaied the ‘‘drying 
roome” and ate whatever came to hand, 
finding eheep meatagreeabie. In Jeeland 
almoet ailthe norees are fish eaters, for 
the reason that grain is scerce there and 
jfish is pientitul. In Engiand sheep are 
i spown who delight in snails. The obser: a

In the case of our baseball boys the 
prize money was forthcoming only after 
an action at law had been threatened. 
We learn from the Regina papers that 
many who were employed in connection 
with the Fair have not been paid, nor 
can they yet any satisfaction as to 
when they may expect a settlement. 
The Lieut.-Governor refused the sug- 
gestions and aid of those who would 
have assisted him in the management 
of the Fair. He runit on his own 
hook, and from 7he Leader report we 
judge he is still on the move and 
successfully avoiding those who would 
like very much to interview him. <A 
sum of money was voted by the Dom- 
inion Government. This was supple- 
mented by » grant from the Assembly. 
If the Fair has exceeded the estimated 
eost and the fusds are exhausted it 
should net be a difficult matter to 
ascertein the shortage. Its success 
was marvellous, and if there are a few 
dollars extra required to straighten 
matters out, the money was well spent 
and the balance would no doubt be 
forthcoming. As an advertising 
anedium it was a success. Surrounded 
by such circumstances it eeems strange 
that this whole business should hang 
under such a cloud. It the repre- 
sentatives of the people resort to tactics 
beneath the dignity of their office their 
room is much better than their com- 
pany. In this case an investigation 
seems necessary and we believe it the 
duty of the Ottawa authorities to en- 
quire into this matter at once. The 
position of Lieut..Governor should be 
one of honor and respect, occupied only 
by those whose executive ability and 
sooral character was above reproach.

Gold-Lined Kootenay. 


D. D. Mann and W. McKenzie ar- 
rived in Winnipeg a few days ago 
having been for some time among 
their mining properties in the Koote- 
nay country. Mr. Mann, speaking to 
n reporter of the Tribune, described 
the prospects in that country as very 
wonderful. There is no boom, the 
properties being opened with the money 
of those who are working them, and 
not with foreign capital. <A large 
number of the mines are in the hands 
of Canadians. Noone who has not 
been in the country ean form any 
estimate of its richness. Old miners 
from the great mining centres of the 
United States say that the richness of 
the Kootenay exceeds that of any 
cther part of the continent. In fact, 
the whole country is just a succession 
of deposits of gold, silver, copper, lead 
and quicksilver. Though there is 
great activity in that country in min- 
ing, the industry is only in its infancy, 
and in a few years British Columbia 
will become one of the greatest mining 
countries in the world. What is 
needed is the completion of the railway 
through the Crows Nest Pass from 
Lethbridge to the Kootenay. This 
would give an abundance of coal for 
smelting from the mines along the 
Pass, and would do more for finding a 
market for Manitoba products than 
the building of the Hudson's Bay 
Railroad. At present American 
butter, flour, cheese, oats, hay and 
other staples are being brought in 
from the States, the duty being pard. 
They are enabled to do this in the face 
of Canadian competition because of 
theround route by which Canadien 
goods have togoin. At present one 
butcher alone is buying 50 head of 
cattle per week on the ranches about 
Calgary and selling them in the Koot 
enay. All this could be trebled if the 
road were direct. This is a thing 
Manitohans should agitate for as the 
population in that country, will al- 
ways be a consuming one for Manitoba

Most probably ic then 
receives a hurried exawination, or is 
sent out without any, the expectation 
being that it was laid sway in fair 
working order, and it should be found 
in the same state. Now, this hope 
cannot be other than fallacious, as the 
above mentioned unfavorable con- 
ditions must produce damaging effecte. 
Tn many casesa trial will prove the 
implement defective and incapable,and 
has to be despatched for repairs. 
Valuable time is wasted and pressing 
operations delayed, perbaps with the 
result of serious and irretrievable loss. 
Thies may seem over drawn to some 
farmers, but to others it is a good 
picture of there own experience if they 
will but admit it, Not only is there 
loss from delay upon the furm by wait- 
ing for the return of the implement, 
but in many cases the machinist, who 
is overcrowded with work, does not 
give the perfection of work that would 
be done in a more slack season. Fur- 
ther, with his utmost efforts, the busy 
manufacturer may have to detain the 
machine longer than was anticipated, 
and the farmer, perhaps with his crops 
fully ripe and his harvest waiting has 
to bear the loss of much valuable time. 

Prof. Wright, of Technical College, 
Glasgow, deals in an able manner 
with this subject in the English 
“ Farmer and Stock Breeder.” He 
goes on to explain that, as implements 
are usunlly constructed of wood and 
wetal, the contraction and expansion 
of the two by heat, wet or cold are by 
no means the same. 

“It is true,” says the Professor, 
“ that the greater part of the imple 
ments of the farm cannot be wholly 
preserved from the destructive atmos- 
pheric agencies that have been mention- 
ed. Those ewployed in tilage cr out- 
door operations must, of necessity, be 
subjected to a good deal of veathering. 
Now, because conplete preservation 
cannot be obtained, in too many cases 
it is not considered worth while to take 
any precaution whatever. Hence, 
plows, harrows, scufflers, etc., recrive 
little, if any, care, and are allowed to 
lie about for weeks or months in the 
wet season of the year, cumbering the 
head lands, or smothered in the dank 
herbage of eome corner of a field, ex- 
posed to every passing shower, and 
alternately chilled by every evening's 
frost and tLawed again by every morn- 
ing’s sun, while hayrakes and even 
mowers may be «een buried in the 
aftermath of fields from which the hay 
has long since been gathered. 

“ The means that may be taken to 
retard the progress of deterioration 
and to shield implements from the 
wasting influences of the atmosphere 
are few and simple in character, but 
not unimportant in effect. One very 
simple, practical direction is of great 

uence. All implements employ- 
elat intermittent work should be 
tsken to the shed and placed under 
cover, repaired, well cleaned and oiled, 
immediately after use. When laid up 
for long periods, euch as winter, they 
should be st once overhauled, thorough 
ly cleaned, repaired, if necessary,

AN EXTENSIVE FARMER 
Is Lerd Aberdeen — Particulars 
About His British Columbia 
Estate. 

Some interesting particulars are 
available as to the Governor-General’s 
extensive farming operaticns in the 
Okanagan Lake district of British 
Coluwbia. Lord Aberdeen’s Cold. 
stream ranch, situated in the White 
valley, four miles east of Vernoy, in- 
cludes an area of 15,000 acres or over 
twenty-three square miles, all fenced, 
of which 10,000 acres are serviceable 
only for stock-grasing. The remainder 
is good arable land. The Governor- 
General's total expenditure on the 
estate in purchase moncy, improve- 
ments and management to date 1s 
understood to approach $350,000 and 
at first at the hands of insufficient 
managers, His Excellency made some 
costly failures. Good results are, how- 
ever, now occurring, and Lord Aber- 
deen confidently expects in the early 
future a good return on his investment. 
Rather more than 700 acres are already 
under cultivation, and of these some 
500 are devoted to cereals, wheat and 
barley being largely grown. 

One hundred acres are under fruit, 
27 in hops and the remainder in roote, 
garden produc, etc. There are 600 
head of cattle on the ranch, 100 horses 
and some sheep. The estate produced 
this year 120 tons of wheat, 40 tons of 
barley, 21 of which have been shipped 
experimentally to England. Cxttle 
sold amcunted to 250 head, all die- 
posed within the province iteelf. Small 
fruits yielded 5 tons and hops 25 tone, 
at the-rate of 1,750 pounds per acre. 
The larger fruit trees are, however, yet 
too young to hear, except tos modest 
extent. Lord Aberdeen’s Coldstreau 
estate, with its varied produce and 
continuous experimenting, largely 
serves the purpose of an experimental 
farm for the whole surrounding district 
and His Excellency consequently, at 
considerahle cost, does incressingly 
good eervice to the agriculture of a 
most promising dietrict of the British 
Columbia upper country, in which the 
expected early large development of 
gold and copper mining should afford 
exceptionally good opportunities for 
profitable general farming.

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supplementary Reading. 
BY &. M CAMPBRLL, PIONEER. 

Natere, the great teacher of man- 
kind, presents, with every oew day, 
new lessene of endless variety. She 
dows not require ber pupils to epend so 
many monthe at one phare of her 
education before anything fresh is 
given, bat the lesseue ere presented 
and each pepil imbibes ber thoughts 
according te hie indestry and intel- 
ligence. Noneaere reterded because 
of their slower or lees dilligent com 
pavions, bat each one ts at liberty to 
satisfy his desire for knowledge, and 
knowledge comes eccorling to his 
efforta. 

How unlike this course, is that pur- 
sued in many of our achools, especially 
in regard to reading! The child comes 
into school. He ie of a bright, en- 
quiring nature. School life wto him 
a novelty. He ininterested and works 
Before many months elapse, he is in a 
position to read something for him- 
self. He is now promoted into Part 
II. He immediately recognizes that 
he has made some progress and his 
promotion enables him to measure 
that progress. 

Now that he has become conscious 
of his powers, his interests are quick- 
ened and he desires to read for him- 
self. It will not be long until he has 
made himeelf familiar with many of 
the lessons in his Part [I. Some of 
them are two difficult while others are 
not interesting enough. These will 
be abandoned until he goes through 
them with his teacher, and in the 
meantime until he receives promotion, 
his desire to read will become latent, 
unless scmething suitable be provided 
for it to feed upon. 

When he receives promotion into 
the second reader, another measore- 
ment of his knowledge and powers 
takes place, aud another impulse to 
read will be given, Again he will 
read through his new book, until its 
interesting stories have been mastered, 
and again his enthusiaem dies eway 
for want of something to keep it ap. 

The same thing happens et every 
promotion in the public school. 
“new book ” stimulates him to read, 
and as soon as its interesting por- 
tions have been read, the impulse will 
subside, unleas something suitable is 
provided. To foster this taste for 
reading should form one of the most 
important duties of every teacher, and

todothis we must have recourse to 
“Supplenrentary Reading... - - . 

According to our new-programme of 
studies, Supplementary Reading has 
three objects: (1) To provide read- 
ing collateral to our school texts. (2) 
To provide additional reading matter. 
(3). To creste within the child a 
taste for good literature. I shall en- 
deavor to show you how I have been 
trying to apply it along these liueg_ in 
my own school. \ 

To make my collateral reading 

effective, I have found it a great ad- 
vantage to group the lessons in the 
readers according to themes, and then 
take up as much Supplementary Read- 
ing of a suitable nature, as_ I can find 
on that theme. Permit me to illus- 
trate what I mean:—Inae talk with 
some of my Third Standard pupils, 
the question arose, “* What is a hero?” 
The detinitions were somewhat vague. 
and it was easily to be seen that some 
considered any person who did any 
famous act asa hero, no matter what 
p:ight have been the motive for that 
act. I told them tnat we would study 
the subject, and then we would be in a 
position to judge. 

With this subject in view I made 
| the following group .—* Casabianca,” 
“ Heroic Serf,” “The French at Rat- 
isbon,” Ziohane,” “Golden Deeds,” 
and “ The Road to the Trenches.” To 
supplement these we read “ The Two 
Miners,” “ Andy Moore,” “The Re- 
venge,” “The Charge of the Light 
Brigade,” and“Euoch Arden,” When we 
had read an extract the hero was care- 
fully compared with those preceding, 
and their deeds, characters and motives 
discussed. 

When we had finished our list each 
one had drawn his ideas of a hero from 
the examples, and [ was happy in 
knowing that they were much more 
accurate than at first, Besides this 
gain, they had reaped the same ad- 
vantages, as are to be derived from 
their ordinary reading lessons. 

The second aim, that of furnishivg 
additional reading matter for the child, 
is of great moment to both pupil and 
teacher. To the former it is a great 
educational factor, to the latter a firet 
class disciplinary agent. 

Activity is part of a child’s nature. 
If he is supplied with the right kind 
of work, he will be active in doing it 
If he is not supphed, he will be very 
active in supplying himself, and it is 
this home-spun employment that 
creates trouble in the school. 

There is no teacher who has not 
been confronted with the problem of 
keeping his pupils properly employed 
in their seats. Acclass is given work 
todo. The brighter, and more in- 
dustrious will naturally outstrip their 
slower, and more tardy companions. 
They will then have some spare time, 
and the question arisee, “ How shall I 
profitably employ those who have 
finished their assizned work ?” 

When « pupil has finished his work 
1 permit him to select a book and read. 
I never question him as to how closely 
he has read, nor dictate what books 
they shall be, but let his taste guide 
I think this plan relieves him 
from the idea thst he is compeiled to 
read. When he is compelled, or thinks 
he ir, his pleasure is turned into work 
and his interest into a dishke. I find 
thet most of my pupils work hard to 
get through with their lessons that 
they may have the privilege of the 
books. 

For this kind of work it is necessary 
that your books should be very interest- 
ing. The nuthorized Supplementary 
Readers are very helpful. Thev are 
just the right kind of thing for the 
child, and especially those “ Fables and 
Folk Stories,” hy Scudder, and the 
“ Seaside and Wayside Series.” The 
average child lives in his imagination, 
and loves to picture wonderful people 
and wonderful things. Give him 
those fairy stories and watch the 
delight with: which he revels in 
them and it will probably recall similar 
ecenes in your own childhood. The 
Seaside and Wayside” are very dif- 
ferent books, but the effect on the 
child is very much the same. They 
show him eome of the truly wonderful 
things of this world. They open his 
eyes to Nature, and he sees the little 
insects and birds in a very different 
light from that in which he saw them 
before. Before long he will come to 
regard them not as things that he may 
exercise his wanton cruelty upon, but 
as his little friends, placed upon earth, 
with a mission to fulfil, by the hand 
of the Creator. 

To create within the child a taste 
for good reading should be an im- 
portant duty of the teacher. 

We look upon thechild very often 
as our inferior and bold his mental 
powers in contempt. We sit down and 
enjoy ourselves reading some cheice 
literature, but how often do we hand 
that selection to some boy or girlf We 
act as thoagh any pleasure or benefit 
they might derive would lessen our 
own, and we excuse our somewhat 
elastic consciences by seying, “Oh, that 
is too difficult for them. They sill 
come up to that standard ia a few 
years and then it will be time enough 
for them.” What resentment woald 
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The | spring ep in us if come one more eda-| - 


cated than ourselves should treat us in 
a similar way. 435 

Even if thia excuse does hold good 
in many cases we should be very care- 
ful. Mental growth is not 
by years,and it may happen, and I 
believe it very often does, that

During the past year I have been. 
making some experiments with my IIT 
and IV standard pupils. Having read 
“Enoch Arden,” we took the following 
extracts from Irving’s “Sketch Book” : 
“The Widow and Her Son,” “ Rip 
Van Winkle,” “The Coantry Church,” 
“John Bull” and “ The Legend of 
Sleepy Ho!low,” and I found that they 
not only grasped the threads of the 
stories but enjoyed very much the deli- 
cate humor that prevades many of the 
extracts. My next venture was with 
the “ Lady of the Lake,” and I must 
contess that when starting I had some 
doubt as to the result. Ere long my 
doubts vanished and my imost sanguine 
hopes were more than realized. 

Lately we have read a nvmber of 
Léngfellow’s shorter poems, and at 
present we are taking up “Evangeline.” 
My pupils enjoy it, and will probably 
receive as much benefit as from an 
elaborate study of a rhinoceros or 
giraffe. 

The great difficulty with supplement- 
ary Reading is the purchase of books, 
but this I think is only an apparent 
difficulty. The teacher must take the 
initial step. Trustees are business 
men and as such will not be likely to 
invest until they can see the advantages 
of it. Even then in these bard times 
you mnst not expect too much or you 
will be disappointed. But if we re 
member that a “ half loaf is better than 
no bread ” and exercise sowe “patient 
endurance” I have no doubt that we 
will have our libraries equipped in the 
near future. 

I have found that by uniting sight 
and Supplementary Reading the cost 
can be cousiderably lessened, and in a 
country school, at least, can be worked 
satisfactorily. Theplaa 1 follow is 
this :—One child takes the book and 
reada a portion. Some one else is 
This not only 
gains their attention, but it gives them 
gond exercise in oral composition and 
trains their memory as well. 

In conclusion, I would say to those 
of my fellow teachers who have not 
given much attention to this work, 
that in it you will finds friend. Not 
only will it prove helplal in dealing 
with your other work, but it will bring 
increased interest, pleasure and know- 
ledge into your school rooms. It will 
aarist in forming character, wnd help 
to drive out that dull monotony, which 
to often prevades the very place, where 
most of all, there should be brightness, 
cheerfulness and love.

Apples All the Year. 


In setting an orchard for market use 
there should not be too many varieties, 
still we would select eeveral varieties of 
winter apples, anda few choice varieties 
of early apples, as these often sell weil in 
the locai marketa, says a correspondent. 

Among the best of very early app es 
may be mentioned Early Colton, This 
ripens about ten days in advance of Red 
Aatracan, color arich golden yellow, fruit 
of good size and of pleasaat flavor for 
eating. Thie is also an excellent variety 
for cooking ; no orchard is complete with: 
out at least one trie of this variety, whica 
we believe has only in recent years been

In planting a young orchard several years 
ago we selected avout forty Baldwin trees, 
tweive Mann, twelve Ben Davis,and a few 
other varieties. The trees are new old 
enough to produce fruit, Lh: Baldwin we 
know can be depended upon, as we have 
grown that variety before. The Mann 
apple has not yet truited, and we canuot 
way how satisiactory that variety wiil 
prove. The Ben Davis has. already pro- 
duced several crops and has proven to be an 
annual bearer, this being the first season It 
has failed,aud that was owing Lo the freeze, 
as the trees at that time were full of bloom. 

A tree that will produce fruit every year 
like the Ken Davie nas much tocommend it. 
Though the fruit is of good size and appear- 
ance as far as coior goes, 0 many of the 
apples are inclined to be rough and knotty 
in shape that of the fruit from some trees 
we pave seen probably not more than 10 
per cen’. woul be tit for market, and we 
are told that this variety has the sane fault 
when grown in other localities. The great 
value of the Ben Davie would seem to be 
thatitl 1g an AunMaAi bearer and a:so one of

This is the time of year to 
building a subetaptial house for the storage 
of the root crops now growing eo luxuri- 
antly.

Usually it is not advisable 
to fill the cellar unfer the living rooms fui 
of vegetables and fruits, There is more or 
jess decay anda consequent poisoning of 
the atmosphere. 

But when a portion of the cellar is used 
as a furnace room, and entirely unsuitable 
for a storage room, and even the other part 
of the celiar is too iry and warm to keep 
vegetables and fruits in good condition, we 
have very little chance to store what stuff 
we wish to have on hand during the winter 
and spring in the cellar, This ie our situa- 
tion, Toe possession of a conveniently | 
located reguiar root house will help us oat 
of all these difficulties.

At 
Lyons there was an epidemic of drowning 
among the women. No cause could be 
assigned for this, and it was ultimately 
checked by the public order of the author- 
ities that the bodies of all who drowned 
themselves should be publicly exposed in 
the market piace, Tne epidemic was 
stopped at Miletus by a similar device, 
An order was made that the bodies of those. 
who hanged themselves should be dragged 
through the town by

Of 
ell diseases to which the various organs 
are subject, there are none more readily 
transtnitted from one generation to another 
than affections of the brain. It is not neces- 
| sary that the disposition to suicide should 
{manifest itself in every generation. It 
often passes over one and appears in the 
next, I:ke insanity unattended with this 
propensity. But if the members of the 
family so predisposed are carefully ex- 
amined it will be found that the various 
shades and graduations of the malady wiil 
be easily perceptibie.

A Method of incabaiten Which Is as Old 
as the Christian Era.

| Process of incubation ie in use whieh has 


been handed down from antiquity, perhaps 
rom the time of Diodorus, who, forty years 
betore the Christian era, said that the 
Egyptians brought eggs to maturity with 
their own hands and that the chickens 
hatched thus were not inferior to those 


hatched in the usual way. The process is 
deacribed in Nature, 
Ovens are built, consisting of a chamber 
about 11 feet equare and 4 feet high, witha 
flat roof. Above thie another chamber, 9 
feet high, ie built, with a vauited roof, 
having @ small opening in the midile to 
admit light. below a large opening com- 
municates with the room underreath. In 
coid weather both roome are kept closed 
and a lamp ie left burning in each, entrance 
then being had through the lower chamber.
